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The Ujlunteers of i860-6s 

Before the C^ivil War Lhe UiiiLed Stales had a 
flourishing network of uiiifornied volunteer militia 
units in addition to lhe common militia, which was 
made up of virtu ally the whole male population. 
Uniformed volunteer units were raised by in¬ 
dividuals^ usually from an areals social elite whc» 
had enough s|)are mom^y and time to spend on such 
enthusiasms. They voted on llieir unit designation, 
their ollicers and non-commissioned otTieers, their 
unit rules, and their uniform, A unit could apjily to 
its state to he taken on to the militia muster rolls, 
which meant that the state would snpjily its 
weapons. Not; all states had a militia system, 
however, and some units preterred independence 
anyway. A number of l>oth types of unit survive' 
today in state National Cxuards or as state-chartered 
units. 

The uniformed units were generally most noted 
lor their hancy dress'; but they did also help to bring 
the country closer together they spent a gn^ai deal 
of time visiting each other's towns and participating 
in Joint chills and parades. Many fliiure leaders 
learned tiieir skills in these ranks, and volunteer 
militia units formed the core tjf many lighting units 
on both sides of the Mason-DIxon line. Most 
Southern unilbrnied voluiitcci’ companies volun¬ 
teered or were called up in 1861, and 
were subsequently required to remain in service 
throughout the war. Northern units saw service in 
1B61, loo, but usually only for three months. They 
were then mustered out, according to law; many of 
their members joined fighting units, but the 
volunteers saw service as foinied units thereafter 
only in emergencies, 

Tlune were thousands of vxflunteer units in 
existence. Uor example, rural Montgomery County 
ill Pennsylvania boasted 12 active volunteer militia 
units ill i86i-the First National Dragoons, First 
and Secimd I’roops of Montgomery County 
Cavalry, (joschenhoppen (h’ays, Lalayette Blues, 


Montgomery (jiiards, New HanovTr Artillerists, 
Pennsylvania Deieriders, Sumncytowii Artillerists, 
Union Gray Aniilcrists, and Union Rifle Com¬ 
pany, It is impossilile, ol course, to cover tlie history 
and uniforms of all such units in one volume; so w e 
have concentrated 011 units important for their 


history or dress.

Ihere wen^ three main styles of unilbrm: 
traditional, modern, and specialist. 1 lie traditional 


In i860 virtually every town of any consequence i.zi America 
had some sort of imiforined volunteer militia company which 
acquired ^fancy’ uniforms, met and drilled from time to time, 
and participated in major civic events such as the annual 
Fourth of July parades. Such units were usually made up of the 
town’s leading citiiens—men who could afford the time for 
drilling and the money for a uniform. Knowledge of the 
history, uniforms, and even names of many of these units is 
lost today (although some have lasted through the generations 
and still exist)^ so we have many photographs like this, of 
volunteer militia unit members, that we cannot identify. This 
style of uniform—a dark kepi with lighter trim, dark frock 
coat with lighter trim, brass shoulder scales with fringe, and 
dark trousers—is typical of many units both in the North and

It lost so many 
members to active serving units during tlie war— 
they either did not return nr failed to re-enlist in the

Organised in New Haven in 1775, this unit wore the 
regulation state uniform of dark blue frock coats 
with worsted fringed epaulettes, trousers, and black 
shakos.

Central City Blues: During the Civil War, this 
company served as Co.H, T2th C corgi a Infantiy. 
Its uniform included dark blue kepis with a scarlet 
band around the bottom, and dark blue single- 
lireasted frock coats with a scarlet standing collar. 
Officers were marked not only by US Army”ty]De 
shoulder straps, but also by the older style of gold 
chevrons worn points down on each sleeve above 
the e!l.)ow. A second lieutenant wore four such 
chevrons. 

Chatham Artillery: Formed in 1786 in Savan¬ 
nah, the unit served as Capt. Joseph Claghorn’s 
Bat ter V in the Confederate Armv. I is dress uniform

consisted of fjlack chapeaux-de-bras widi a scarlet 
plume; dark blue coatees with scarlet standing 
collars, cuifsj and turnbacks. The coats were 
decorated with gold lace herringbone chevrons on 
the chest, skirts, and cuOs. Ollicers wore gold 
epaulettes, w hile enlisted men wore w ings. Trousers 
were dark blue with a gold stripe down each leg for 
ofTicers and a red one for enlisted men. Waist belts 
were white, and all ranks carried light, almost 
straight swords.

Washington Artillery: Formed in Augusta in 
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Elmer Ellsworlk’s US Zouave Cadets, raised in Chlcag^o in 
1859, started the zouave craze in the USA; here, however, 
Ellsworth wears the 1861 uniform of his New York Fire 
Zouaves, the iith New York State Militia, with its dark blue 
frock coat and scarlet kepi and trousers. Ellsworth took the 
Zouave Cadets on tour in i860, but subseqjuently disbanded the 
unit and joined Abraham Lincoln's law Brin in Illinois 
thereafter. He retained his military interests, however, being 
directly responsible for founding the Rockford Zouaves and 
Springfield Zouave Greys while working as a lawyer. (Library

Chicago Light Artillery: Formed in 1847, the 
unit saw service during the Civil War as Batteries A 
and B, Illinois Light Artillery. The unilhrm was the 
1B56 US Army reguiatioii style with its shako 
bearing the letters 'CLA' on front, and dark blue 
1 f DC k CO a t wi t h red f a c i ri gs. 1 r o u s c rs we re g rey wi t h 
iw-o red stripes down each leg. 

Elgin Continentals; Formed shortly belbrc the 
war, they were converted into artillery, serving as 
the Elgin Battery ol Artillery on active Federal 
service. They wore dark blue copies oi'American 
unilbrrns from the War of Independence, with bull 
collars, cuffs, lapels, and coat linings; black cocked 
hats; and bull waistcoats and breeches. 

Peoria Blues: Tlie unit's Civil W ar service was as 
pan of the 47th Illinois Infantry. Its uniforms 
consisted of regnlation US Army 1 H56 dress, with 
minor changes. 

Rockford Blues: Formed just before the War, the 
unit became Co.E, 1 rth Illinois Infantry, in 1861. 
Fhey were described 25 April 1861 in the Chicago 
Trihufie as weaiiiig 'a dark liliie cloth Iktigne dress 
with Zouave caps’ (iar, kepis). 


Montgomery Guards: Formed in Crawfordsville 
in 1H56, all but tw o of the Guards joined the 1 i Lh 

Indiana Infantry, which was commanded bv the

Maryland Guard: Formed in Baltimore in 1859 
usingzouavcHln\ss and drill, this unit was part of the 
53rd Regt., Maryland Volunteer Militia.

After being 
mustered out, most battery members volunteered 
ibr three years' service, serving as the 2nd 
Massacliusctts Light Artillerv Batterv. The uniform 
included dark blue shakos with red pomjjons and a 
hi ass cap badge with the letter 'A' c^n a red 
background. The clouble-l>reasted grey frock coats 
had red standing collars and cuffs and brass 
s lion Icier scales. In Risers were a matching grey with 
a red welt clown eacli li^g. In 1861 the unit received 
dark bluejackets with red trim for fatigue wear. 
Boston Light Infantry: Organised in 1798, the 
company was nicknamed the 'Boston Tigers', 
nuring the Civil War most of its members went into 
the 43rcl Massachusetts infantry, which became 
known as the 'Tiger Regiment' and served from 
October 18G2 until July 1863. 

In 1861 the unit replaced its earlier unilorm with 
a zouave dress that inehided a dark bluejacket with 
yellow or orange cord trimmings on the breast, and 
brass ball buttons on a red background edged with 
yellow running around the (font. Yellow or orange 
cord also formed poinietl cuffs. The shirt was red 
with yellow piping around the falling collar forming 
a bib-line cl own the front; and had a single row of 
brass buttons down the front. Trousers were dark 
l)hie with a yellow stripe, and leggings were white 
canvas. A red fez with a dark blue tassel and a blue 
turban was also worn. 

Boston Rifle Company: Formed before the war, 
the unit became Co.U, 3rd Bu. of Rilles, 
Massachusetts. Its unilbrm was deseribed in the 
IVcLshuigton Staroi 11 May 1861 asUlight blue pants, 
red shirt, dark grey overcoat, and fatigue cap'. 
Independent Corps of Cadets: Originally 
chartered in Boston in 1741, it was broken up 
during the War of American independence and not 
reorganised until 17B6. During the Civil War it 
served as the 45th Massachusetts Infantry Regt. for 
three montlis, as well as in its regular guise as guards 
for prisoners oi w^ar in Fort Warren. In additioUj 
over 150 Cadets servtrd as officers in otlier active 
Union units. Foday the unit is the i26ih y\rmor, 
Massachusetts National Guard. 
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In 1858 thr First t^ompany adopter! a single- 
breasted grey coatee which had a standing collar 
with a single goici lace btittonhole edged red on each 
side and brass t'paulettes with red liinges. Trousers 
were matching grey with a red stripe. The chapeau- 
de-bras was lopped with a red piume li>r full dress;

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Lawrence Light Guard; Formed in the mill town 
of Lawrence in 1851, the Light Guard served for 
three months in 1861 as Co.E, 5th Regt, 
Massachusetis Militia Infantry. In 1862 the unit 
enlisted as CoXJ, 39th Massachusetts Infantry. 1’he 
unit today is the Headquarters and Service Co., 
101 St Engineer Bn. { Oanbai), Massachusetts 
National Guard. 

Their unildrm consisted of black sliakos top})cd 
with a red over white pompon; light blue coatees 
with three rows ol' buttons and red trim; and light 
blue trousers with red stripes down the legs. NCO 
chevrons were rc'd. 

Mechanic Infantry: Serving in 1861 as C!u,H, isl 
Massachusetts Infantry. The single-breasted coats 
were dark grey with white standing collars and 
pointed culls, Wliitc worsted epaulettes were wxirn, 
as were white clievrons for NGOs, d’rousc'rs were a 
matching gny with a white stripe.

The Bo;?tan Light Infantry, known as the ^Tlgcr RegimenC, 
wearing their black bearsldn hushies with a blue plume on the 
left and gold tassel in front; dark blue double-breasted coatees 
with white epaulettes and ‘jam-pot’ cuffs; and four gold lace 
buttonholes on each cuff, with two more on each collar side, 
and dark blue trousers with a white stripe. They are formed 
up in the streets of New York City, c.1856.

New England Guard: Founded in 1812, tlie Xew^

for volunteers Ibr three months' service in 1862, and 
w^as then designated the 44tii Massachusetis 
Infantry. As such it saw action in North Carolina in 
lat(^ i8(>2-early 1863. 

Its original uiiilbrms were French eliasseur dark 
blue single-breasted jackets, rcatiiingjust below the 
waist, with red pijiing around the standing collar, 
down the Ifont, and forming pointed culfs. A red 
worsted shoulder knoi was worn on each shoulder. 












Luther C. Laddj Lowell City Guards, was killed when a mqh 
attacked the 6th Massachusetts Infantry while they were 
marching through Baltimore, Maryland, on 19 April [861. He 
was one of the first Northern soldiers to die in the Civil War^ 
His unit formed Co^Dofthis regiment which did three months’ 
active duty in 1861. The uniform includes an M1B51 shako and 
dark blue frock coat with light blue cuff patches and standing 
collar^ Trousers were also light blue.

Zouave Uadets. In April i8bi the unit Ijegan three 
months' active duty as Co.lj 8th Regl., Mass¬ 
achusetts Volunteer Militia, d’hey saw another 
tlin^e months’ service as Co.A, 50th Regt., MVM, 
in late i8(i2—early 1863, and again as the 13th 
Unattached Ck)., MVM, in early 1864. 


"1 he uniform included a scarlet kepi with a dark 
blue band around the bottom, gold lacc running up 
each side and the front and back; brass letters "S 7 ’ 
were worn on the cap front. I'he waisl-length jacket 
was medium blue, with a single row ol nine buttons 
down the front, a row of scarlet braid running on 
either side of each button across the chest and 
ending in a knot and button on each side.

Amoskeag Veterans: Organised in Manchester 
in 1854^ the unit sent individual members into 
diilerent active state units during the Civil War, 
fhe unit was dn^ssed in copies of iiniforms (rom the 
War of Indejjcndence: black rric(niies, dark blue 
regimental coats with wliite lacings and white 
waistcoats and breeches.

A liiissar-Ly[>e 
unit, headgear included black fur busbies wlih a 
scarlet bag with yellow cord piping, tassels, and 
cords. Dark blue hussar jackets had yellow lace and 
buttons and the pelisse was scarlet vvith black fur 
edging and yt^llow lace and buttons. Trousers were 
bine with a yellow stripe down each leg. In all cases 
piping, cords, lace, !)uttoiis and trouser stripes were 
gold for officers.

National Greys: Formed in Brooklyn in 1847, the 
unit took the name National Ccreys in 1857 on the 
adoption of a grey uniform for the entire unit.

during the War. Today the unit is Troop A, 104th Cavalry Regt., 
Pennsylvania National Guard.

The white sash 
identified them as French, since this basic dress was 
common to cavalrymen over much ol'Europe. In 
November 1671, a royal order instructed that the 
cavalry were to have bulT leather coats, cloaks and 
good boots, Lind be "dressed in good grey cloth lined 
in the same colour’, except tor tlie royal units. These 
were to 'be dressed in dark blue . . . that all 


cavalrymen have black hats . . . and that the 
trumpets of the companies wear the liverii^s' ol their 
mesire-de-camp.

Columbia Flying Artillery: Formed in Col¬ 
umbia, lilt' state capital in 1854, the unit served in 
the Civil War as Bty, B, Palmetto Bn. of Light 
Artillery. I'he unit uniform included M 1851 shakos 
with scarlet bands and pompons, and a cap badge 
that included a gilt palmtUto tree over crossed 
cannon. T he enlisted men’s frock coats were the 
same as those worn }>y the Washington Artillery of 
Louisiana, save tliat the culfs were cut 'jam-pot’ 
style rather than pointed. The trousers were also 
icientieal to those of the Washington Artillery. 
Edisto Rifles: Formed in Orangeburg around 
185J, their wartitne designation was Co.A, jst 
South Carolina Infantry. The uniform included a 
black 1851-style shako with an 1855 dress hat eagle 
cap badge and a green baud around the crown; a 
grey frock coat with tliree rows of brass Inn tons 
down the front, green stripes running across the 
chest connecting the buttons, a green irimm(‘d 
standing collar, and four buttons and slashes on 
each culf; and white trousers. 

German Artillery: Foi mefi in 1842 in Charleston 
with two companies, they formed a separate 
battalion during the war. Headgear was a German- 
type black helmet with a brass spike on top; a dark 
blue short coal with a red standing ct)I!ar with two 
false yellow butlonhoJes on it, and four false yellow 
buttonholes on each cuif. Trousers were light blue 
In winter and white in summer. In November i860 
tliey adopted a laiigue uniform of a kepi with a 


black oilcloth cover; a grey satinet jacket trimmed 
vellow; and dark ^rcy trousers.

Lafayette Artillery: Formed before 1836 in 
Charleston, tlic unit’s Confederate service w^as as 


Pope’s, later Kanapaux’s, Battery. Its unilbrm 
consisted of dark blue frock coats and scarlet 
trousers, cut in French Army style. 

Montgomery Guard: Formed c. i860 in Charles¬ 
ton, they served in the war as Conner’s CJompany of 
South Carolina Volunteers. T he uniform included 
a siiako with a white cock leather plume and the 
state insignia in front; a dark green eoatee with 
th rce lows ol'but tons down the front and a standing 
collar with two white braid builonholes cm each 
side; light blue trousers with a white stripe; and 
wliitc cross-and waist-belts. 

Moultrie Guards: Organised before 1845 in 
Charleston, they were attached to the ist South 
Clarolina Rilles during the war. In December i860 
they acquired bine k(4)is, 'North Carolina Gray 
cassimerc’ jackets, and fjlack trousers. 

Palmetto Guards: Seeing service as Co.A, i8th 
Bn, South Carolina Siege Artillery, tlie unit w^ore 
dark forage caps, either blue or red, vvitli a luass 
palmetto insignia over a crossed cannon and the 
letter T’ on the left and "G’ on the right on the cap 
top. Tile single-breasted Ifock coats were light-grey 
and had five buttons down the front; red or black 
braid Ibrmed pointed cuffs and trimmed the 
standing c:ollar edge. T here was also a single l>raid 
forming a lalse buttonhole on the front of each collar 
side, TVousers matched the coat in colour. 


Palmetto Riflemen: Organised in 1858 from 
Charlestoirs German-speaking jjopulation, their 
w^artime service w^as as Co.C, Palmetto Sharp¬ 
shooters. They wore black leather fielniets with a 
wiiite plume stuck into a silver scK kct on its top, 
T rim around the edge w^as silver, as was the skull- 
and“Cross bones badge. The frock coat w^as dark 
bine, as were tfie trousers, with white trim lor 
enlisted men and silver for oOicers. The company 
carried a black guidon with a white skull-and-cross 
bones insignia. 

Rutledge Mounted Riflemen: A unit organised 
in Charleston in i860, the men served as Cos, B and 
G, 7th South Carolina Cavalry during the war. The 
uniforin inrhided a kepi with the brass initials 
T<MR’ anil a grey jacket and trousers. 


















Alexandria Riflemen: Formed in Alexandria in 
1856, the unil speni the war as Co*A, i jih Virginia 
Inlaiitry. Its dress caps were green with a green 
pompon and a brass Virginia coat of arms within a 
wreath {.:ap badge. T he frock coats were gixxai with 
epaulettes and trousers were a matching green. 
Company F: Formed in Richmond in early 1859 as 
Co.F, I SI Virginia Regiment, the unit's Civil War 
service was as Co.F, 2Tst Virginia Infantry. The 
unilbrm included cadet grey kepis with the brass 
company letter in front and gold braid for officers 
and black braid lor enlisted men on the front, back, 
and sides. The matching grey single-breasted frock 
coal had a gold lace buttonhole on each side of the 
standing collar and two gold buttonholes on each 
culh Oliicers' coats were slightly longer than those 
of the enlisted men and had gold Austrian knots on 
their tailfs. XCO clicvrcms were black. MaLching 
grey trousers bad a single 11 in. black stripe for 
enlisted men and a gold stripe for officers. On duty 
each man was to wear white gloves, (ivcy waist- 
length Jackets and black overcoats were worn on 
latigue duty, 'fhe company also carried imported 
French callskin knapsacks and French canteens. 
Danville Blues: The unit was organised in i84r 
and later served as C'o.A, 18th Virginia Infantry 
during the Civil War. 'The uniform included a black

the bottom and blue at the top. The shako had a 
white band around its bottom, coming to a point in 
front. The dark blue coatee bad a wdiitc standing 
collar and white ‘jam-pot' cuffs, wnth gold lacc 
forming three slash-type buttonholes on the front of 
each cuff. There were three row's of seven buttons 
each down the front, each three being joined by a 
stripe of whitt' lace (gold for officers), ending in a 
knot at ('ach side. Wliitt' eyjaulettc^s, friiigek^ss for 
privates and friiigc'd lor N(.X)s, were worn by 
enlisted men, and gold epauleUes by officers. 
Trousers wvrt matching blue with a wiiite stripe for 
enlisted men and a gtdd one lor officers.

Hanover Grays: Formed in Hanover in late [859, 
this unit spent the Civil War as Co.T, 15th Virginia 
inlantry. It had unilbrms that included Mi851 US 
Army sliakos; single-breasted grey (rock coats w-ith 
a black-piped standing collar and black epaulettes 
fringed white; trousers were grey; cross lielts were 
white, wliilc the waist belt was black.

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Cavalry and dragoons, (1,1695, The dragoons had caps, leather 
gaiters and muskets with slings, w'hcreas the cavalrymen 
w'ore hats, reinforced boots and carried carbines.

Artillery 

Until the i6(>os, artillerymen were individuals 
posted in garrison lownis which would be grouped 
into temporary units, or ‘‘irains^ for a campaign. 
They were considered specialists rather than 
fighting troops, and soldiers wtne assigned to 
protect them and the guns. 1 he artillery pieces they 
served had last been standardised in 1572 and went 
by exotic names like 'couleovrine' or ‘‘batardeb The 


Grand Master ol' Artillery enjoyed considerable 
power in all aspects of the service. The reform- 
minded Louis and Louvois first lironght in new 
standard calibres in 1666— 4-, 8-, 12-, 24- arid 33- 
pounders. These pieces were fairly long and heavy, 
and from the 1680s some short and lighter 4- and 8- 
pdrs, were brought into service. Mortars w^ere in 



calilires of 6 in. to 12 in, and 18 inches. The guns 

and mortars were usually cast in brass and were 

* 

superbly decorated. The gun carriages w^re 
painted red w'ith black ironwork. 

In 1667, the various artillerymen w^ere (brmed 
into six companies oi' guiiiKMs and bombardiers, 
which were retained alter peace came in ](>68. The 
Duke de Mazarin, then Grand AIaster, seems to 
have disbanded the units. In October 1669, he 
'resigned’ the post, which was then filled liy the 
Duke de Lude. Louis’ objective w^as to militarise the 
artillery personnel, and the first step was the 
creation of the Fusiliers du Roi regiment in 1671, 
This unit w^as intended not only to protect the 
artillery but also to serve and even repair it. All the 
men were armed with flintlock muskets instead of 
matchlocks and pikes. It quickly grew^ from one to 
six battalions during the Dutch War. On 15 April 
1693 its name changed to Regiment Royal de 
fArtillerie, which officially recognised what it had 
been for some time: an artillery regimeiii. Several 
independent corh[>anies of gunners, miners and 
bombardiers also existed, and some bombardiers 


were used to Ibrrn the Royal-Bombardiers regiment 
on 28 August 1684; this specialised in the service of 
mortars and large siege guns. The services of Royal- 
Artillerie and Royal-Boml>ardiers during Louis’ 
w'ars w^ere numerous, distinguished and on every 
Ifont, The Ckinonniers des Cotes de FOcean, formed 


























in La Rocheile in [702 under the auspices of the 
Duke du Maine, then Master General, was a coast 
artillery unit. All these troops were finaiJy united 
into one artillery corps in 1720- During his reign 
I.ouis XTV made the artillery a true military arm, 
cut down the considerable power of lln^ Grand 
Master, and made the service responsible to 
authcaity. Tt was an achieverneut soon copicfl by 
other powers* 

In 1680, the Fusiliers du Roi wore grey lined with 
blue with red breeches, stockings and ribbons, bull 
belt, laced hat and bufFaccoutrements. OtTicers had 
the same uniform laced with liroad gold lace and 
their hats were ol grey-white beaver with a red 
plume. Faghteen years later a red waistcoat had 
been added, and there was an unusual red cockade 
at the hat. Sergeants had a gold lace 'tW'O fingers 
wide'. In 1692 Royal-Bom hardier is reported in 
grey lined with blue and in 1698 they w'ere 
described with red waistcoat with silver buttonhole 
lace, red and silver aigullletle, red breeches and 
stockings. Officers had silver-laced regimentals; 
drummers wore the king’s livery. Ihese uniforms 
WTre worn until [720. The Canonnier des Cotes de 
fOcean had dark blue lined with scarlet, oliicers 
with gold embroidery, sergeants having scarlet 
w'aistcoats and gold lace, gunners orange-yellow 
buttonhole lacc and aiguilleltes. Drummers had 
scarlet lined with blue (the livery of the Duke du 
Maine'^ laced with gold.

Regimental colours arc another vast subject which 
wc can only glance al here, f rom i66i all infantry 
regiments had a white colonel’s colour, which was 
the French equivalerii of the Bridsh 'King’s 
Colours'. File 'drapeaux d’ordonnance’ were the 
regimental colours: there were tW'O in the first 
battalion, three in the ntlicT battalions, so that there 
were always three colours per battalion. Dimen- 
.sions were about 2.1m to 2.25m scpiare. The flags 
were fixed with gilt nails to a fairly short stall', which 
was ahvays lield by an ensign and did not rest on the 
ground. Fhe longer staffs seem to have been 
adopted after the reign of Louis XIV. The staff had 
a gilt spearhead finial, and from 1690, a white scarf. 
The eords and tassels w'ere usually of the same

colours as the quarters. 

Nearly all colours in the French and Foreign 
infantry had a white cross with c[uarters of v^arious 
hues. The older regiments had all four quarters of

Warrington Rifles: Organised in Fauqtiier

standing collars, a single gold lace buttonhole on 
each side, and three row s of nint^ br ass butunis down 
the front. Each vcriical line oi' three buttons was 
connected by iwu strips of black tape, one jxassing 
over die button and the other passing under it. 
I’hree gold lace ljuttonliole patches edged whrh 
black were worn on eacli ciiir; epaulettes were black 
and fringed. Grey fatigue Jackets wtt'c also worn. 
West Augusta Guard: This unit w^as originally 
formed as artillery just before the war and its initial 
Confederate sci’vice was as Walters’ Battery, it was 
(juickly redesignated tnlaiitiy, and named Co.L, 
5th Virginia Inlantry, w hidi was part of the fanieti 
'Stonewall Brigade'. Its unifbi in included dark blue 
ti’ousers and single-breasted matching ficK k coats, 
with gold epaulettes worn by officers. 

Wise Troop: Formed in 1859 in Lynchburg, the 
unit’s C’onlederate service was as Co,B, 2nd 
Virginia Cavalry. Uniforms included Taiieton 
helmets w itli scarlet horsehair crests, red coats, and 
bright blue trousers with a gold stripe. 

Woodis Rifles: Oiganised in Norfolk in 1858, the 
unit became Co.C^, 6th Virginia Infantry in i86r. 
Its uniform included US Aimy M1858 dixss bats, 
with an embroitiered gill inlantry horn on a black 
background edged with gilt embroidery, under the 
stamped gilt letters AVR’ as a cap badge. The hat 
was turned up on the left with a black ostrich 
fbather on tiie right and a yellow or gold hat cord, 
depending on the wa^ateCs rank. The I’rock coat was 
dark grt cn with a black velvet phcstion I'ront, edged 
with row^s of’glJl buttons on each side and a single 
row' f>f funclioriing buttons down the centre. The 
buttons were connected by yellow' trim, ending in 
knots on each side. T lii'cc yellow- ehev^rons ending in 
knots with a button in eac h centre vvei e on the low er 
edge of’ each sleeve, over a black velvet eiilf. The 
black velvet standing collar w as edged with yellow^ 
A Ijlack velvet wing was worn over each sleeve, 
edged yelkwv with a gilt inlantry horn in the centre 
ol'each one.

Young Guard: Originally a member of tlie ist 
Virginia Infantry on its organisation in 1850, the 
unit separated Iforn them and served during tltc 
Civil War as Co.fl, J5th Virginia Infantrv.

toes lor over half a century. Its most lasting 
contribution was probalily the great inlluence it 
had on other armies.

‘Phis was the first 
Pennsylvania unit to reach Washington in Ajiril 
1861. After being mustered out, many of its 
members remained in the field with the 119th 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry Rcgt., whih^ 
others remained at home but served with the Gray 
Reserves Infantry, Pennsylvania Militia (See p. 43, 
MAA rpo). The unit exists today as the 103rd 
Engineer Bin, Pennsylvania National Ouard. 

The shako plate bears the coat of arms of 
Pennsylvainia, while tln^ cross belt plate bears a bust 
of George Washington. 





1)2: Private, J^^aiional Rifles 

I he National Rifles was a company organised in 
Washington City, District of C Columbia, in 1859. A 
large numljer of its original members, including its 
captain, were pro-Southern in sympatliy in t86i; 
and the unit had drawn a large amount of extra 
equipment, including two mountain liowitzers and 
a supply of sabres and revolvTrs, with the idea of 
defending Maryland against Northern troops 
coming to relieve Washington City. When ihc War 
Dejiartmcnt discovTred this, the commander's 
commis.sion was declared invalid (he had not sworn 
the required oath); the pro-Southern members left 
to be replaced by more trustworthy men. (Many ol’ 
the pro-Southern sympathisers seiwcd in CoT, rst 
Virginia Inlantry Regl. thereafter.) Fhe National 
Rifles was mustered into duty on the Union side as 
the Right Company, 3rd Bn., DC’ Volunteers 
during several emergencies, including the raid on 
Washington in 1864. Vhv unit was disbanded in 
November 1864. 

The unusual belt worn was designed fbr the 
M 1855 rille, with which the unit was armed, and

Organised in Pennsyivarua's capital city, Har¬ 
risburg, in the spring of iSbt, the unit volunteered 
for active service in May 1862, It was then 


designated C^o.A, 127th Pennsylvania Infantry and 

it served as such until May 1863, Several years after 

the war ended the eoinpany was renamed the Oity 

Grays, abandDning their zouave dress. As such, it 

remains a part ol'the 112th Infantry, Pennsylvania 

National Guard today.

Fr: Caplam, Lynchburg Home Guaret 
Formed just beibre the Civil War, the Lynchburg 
Home Guard became Co.G, 11 th Virginia Infantry 
Regt. in the Confederate service. When it entred 
active service Virginia issued the unit 120 yards of 
white webbing for belts, "20 sets plates' (probably 
including a cross belt and a waist belt plate), and 20 
muskets that had been converted from Bintlock to 
percussion. The rest of the iith wTre dressed 
dilfereiuly, with the Lynchburg Rille Greys and 
Iheston Guards w'caring grey uniforms, while the 
Southern Guards w^ore black jackets and grey 
trousers with a black stripe down each leg. 


F2: ITivate, Richmond Grciys 

Virginia's Richmond Cirays w('re formed in 1844 
and assigned tc^ the state's isl Rcgt. in 1851. One of 
the city's best-d rilled c:om panics, they were 
designated (. 3 o.G, i2tli Virginia Infantry Regt. in 
April 1861. The unit exists today as the 3rd Bn., 
lyblh InLiiitry Regt., V irginia National Guard. 

Tht' iln^.ss uniform sliowii here was adopted in 
i8bi.
